Dwarf Snaps or Stringless—All varieties 
of this class are tender, and do best in rather 
dry light soil, and should not be planted till the 
ground is warm and can continue at intervals 
through the season. Plant 2 inches deep in 
rows 2 feet apart. Keep well hoed, drawing the 
earth up to the stems while dry. 


Early Improved Red Valentine—Is one 
of the very best leading sorts. Pods are round, 
fleshy and tender, and remain longer in agreen 
state than most variet:es.

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CABBAGE. 


Cabbages require a deep rich soil and thor- 
ough working. The seed forthe early crops can 
be sown in hot beds. When of size to trans- 
plant, place the earlier kinds from 12 to 18 
inches apart. The larger and later kinds two 
feet or more. The piants should be set down to 
first leaf, so that the stem is all below the sur- 
face of the ground, and hoe often. 


Early Large York—is a popular known 
vee superior, robust and endures the heat 
well.

Sort. Roots large size; of good quality and 
adapted for garden or farm culture. 


Red Altringham—Large and good flavor 
for the field and stock feeding. 
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Large White Belgian—This grows one- 
third above the ground; white roots, green tup 
and very large, and used for cattle feed. 


CAULIFLOWER. 


The Cauliflower delights in a rich soil and 
abundance of water. Sow the early varieties in 
the Spring, in a hot-bed or in an open border. 
For late, sow seed in a cool, moist place. Do not 
allow the plants to become crowded in the seed- 
bed. Transplant in moist weather, or shade the 
newly-set plants. Keep well hved, bringing the 
earth up tu the stems, water freely, and protect 
from hot Summer sun. 


Early Dwarf Erfurt—Extra Early Dwarf, 
en eager solid, pure white heads, best qual- 
ity. 

Early Snowball —The earliest and best 
heading variety cultivated. 


Early Paris—<A popular French variety. 
White, and sure to head, and standard sort for 
early or late crop. 


aa Nonpareil—One of the best; medium 
early. 


Lenormand—Short stem. A superior sort 
and quality; large, well-formed heads and late. 


Walcheren—A good variety, with large 
white heads. 


Large Late Algiers — New and much 
prized for late sort. 


Veitch’s Autumn Giant—This is one of 
the best late varieties grown. Robust habit, 
large heads, compact and thoroughly protected 
by leaves. 


CELERY 


Should be sown in open ground, as early as it 
will be fit to work,and be kept clear of weeds 
until fit for planting. Cut tops once or twice be- 
fore planting to insure stocky plants. When 
ground is well prepared, set in rows three feet 
apart and six inches from each other, and see 
that the soil is well packed around fhe roots by 

ressing with the foot. Run the cultivator or 

oe between the rows to destroy the weeds, and 
when grown to sufficient size, draw up the earth 
for blanching and pressing with the hand to 
keep the leaf upright from spreading, and bank- 
ing up to the top on each side. 


White Plume, Henderson’s — This re- 
quires less labor for blanching, is crisp, solid, 
and of nutty flavor and valuable for family 
use. 


Henderson’s Half Dwarf-— Solid, crisp, 
and nutty flavor and very desirable. 


Boston Market Dwarf—Short, bushy, 
white, solid, and excellent flavor. 


Dwarf Golden Heart—The heart of this 
variety is waxy and showey, and for market use 
desirable. It is very solid and of excellent 
flavor and a good keeper. 


Giant White Solid—Large size, solid, crisp 
and good market variety. 


Celeric, or Turnip-Rooted Celery—A 
variety with turnip-shaped roots which may be 
cooked and sliced and used with vinegar, mak- 
ing an excellent salad. It is hardy and other- 
wise treated as other celery. 


Soup Celery—lIs old seed used for flavoring 


soups, stews, etc., and is sold for this purpose at 
a low price. 


er 4 ' ‘CHERVIL. 


F This is a sweet, aromatic herb, the leaves of 
which are used in soups and salads. Sow in 
drills, half an inch deep and one foot apart. 
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All varieties should be planted in hills, 3 to 4 
feet apart, after the ground becomes warm; 
cover half an inch deep and when well up, thin 
out to 3 plants to the hill; for succession, con- 
tinue planting at intervals of two or three weeks 
during the Summer. 


Early Minnesota—Is one of the earliest and 
best. Dwarf in habit and very productive. 


Crosby’s Early—Is excellent, and a great 
favorite market variety. 


-Moore’s Early Concord—Ear large and 
well filled, and of rich, delicate flavor. 


Amber Cream—Is a vigorous grower; stalks 
seven feet long, well filled ears, deep kernel, 
Sugary and tender. Kernel, when dry, amber 
color, but beautifully white when fit for table. 


Egyptian—is deemed one of the very_best. 
Ears quite large, and for table use and canning it 
cannot be surpassed, being particularly rich 
and sweet. 


Black Mexican—Black grain when ripe and 
the sweetest of all. 


Early Mammoth—lIs one of the largest and 
most productive of all; fine flavor and much in 
demand by market gardeners. 


Stowell’s Evergreen—Is a late kind of 


| excellent quality, and remains in a green state 


a long time. 


Field Corn—For variety, ete. see Farm 
Seeds. 


COLLARDS. 


Is used in place of Cabbage, and grown where 
it is difficn]t to make Cabbage head. Cultivate 
same as Cabbages. 


CHICCORY. 


This is grown to mix with or as a substitute 
for Coffee. It requires the same cultivation as 
Carrots. 


CRESS, or PEPPERGRASS. 


Well known as a pungent salad. It should be 
sown thickly and at frequent intervals for suc- 
cession; it quickly runs to seed. Cover very 
slightly in planting. 


Double and Triple Curled—Is very fine 
and can be cut two or three times. 


Water Cress—Is a perennial, and will grow 
in and alongside of streams and ponds. It has 
avery pleasant, pungent taste. 


CUCUMBER. 


Cucumbers should be planted in open ground 
after the weather is warm and settled and must 
be protected from frosts and cold storms. 
Plant hills six feet apart in good rich mellow 
soil covering half inch. When up, and danger 
is over from insects, thin to three or four plants 
to the hill. 


Early Cluster—Is well adapted for forcing. 


Early Frame—Popular variety, medium 
size, straight and handsome, fine for pickling. 


Early Russian—Very early; Fruits in 


pairs; small, hardy and productive. 


Early White Spine—A favorite market 
variety, medium size, crisp and fine flavor. 


Long White Spine—Largely used by 
market gardeners and quite a favorite. 


Long Green Turkey—A most desirable 
variety of excellent quality. Dark green, firm 
and crisp. 


DRUMFAF4T SAVOY. 
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Short Green or English Gherkin—Simi- 
lar to Early Frame, and fine for pickling. 


West India Gherkin or Burr—Small, 
used only for pickles. 


EGG PLANT. 


This plant is quite tender, but will thrive in 
any good garden soil. Seeds should be sown in 
hotbed or warm green house. When one inch 
high transplant into two-inch pots. Plant out 
two-and-a-hali feet apart when weather is warm 
and settled. 


New York Improved—Large, fine, and the 
leading market variety. 


Early Long Purple—Longer than the pre- | 


ceding, but early, hardy and productive. 


Black Pekin—Handsome, jet black, round 
and solid. It is quite early and very superior. 


ENDIVE. 


This makes a very fine salad for late and win- 
teruse. Sow seed during the Sammer months 
in drills, fourteen inches apart; when estab- 
lished, thin to one foot apart in rows. When 
nearly tull grown, tie leaves together over the 
centre to blanch the inside or heart of the plant, 
which will be done intwo weeks or more, ac- 
cording to the temperature. MTnis may also be 
done by covering witn boards, etc., to exclude 
the light. 


Green Curled—This variety is quite hardy, 
tender and crisp. 


Moss Curled—Is a beautiful curled variety | 


of fine quality. 


Batavian Broad Leaf—Isa good sort and 
much used in soups and stews. 


KALE, or BORECOLE. 


This is used mainly for greens. It is of the 
cabbaze species, but does nut run to head. It 
is very hardy and will continue growing tnrough 
the cold and wet months. 


Dwarf Curled—This is usually sown in the 
fall months for winter greens, in rows one foot 
apart, and is treated same as Spinach. 


_ Green Scotch Curled—Is a dwarf spread- 
ing variety often covering three feet in diame- 
ter, leaves bright green and beautifully curled. 


Cottagers’ Kale—Is a valuable kind; excel- 
lent flavor and an immense cropper, grows one 
foot hign, leaves rich green, curied, and feath- 
ered tO the ground. 


Sea Kale—This is quite a favorite with 
many; its young shoots are blanched foruse. It 
is trained and treated like the cabbage. 


KOHL RABI. 


This is anintermediate between the Cabbage 
and furnip. Sow in drills 12to 18 inches apart 
and thin out to eight inches between the plants. 
Kohl Rabiis a great favorite with Europeans 
and is rapidly gaining in iavor here. lt is a 
superior teed for cows giving milk. 


Early White Vienna—White and_ tender. 
The best market sort and for table use. 
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Early Purple—Differing in color, being ofa 
blueish purple, beautiful aud excellent. 


LEEK. 


The Leek is a very hardy plant and easily cul- 
tivated. Succeeds best in a lizht enriched soil. 
Sow early in drills one foot apart and one inch 
deep. When 6 or 8 inches nigh thin out and 
transplantto 10 inches apart,and deep as possible 
that the roots may be blanched. 
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American Flag—lIs large and a great mar- 
ket favorite. 

London Flag —lIs also a good market variety 
and broad leaf. 

Musselburgh or Scotch —Is very large 
with broad fan like leaves, and is hardy and ex- 


cellent. 
LETTUCE. 


Lettuce succeeds best in good, rich, moist 
ground. Itshould be sown thinly in rows, one 
foot apart and when plants are well up, thin to 
stand one foot in each row, transplanting the 
surplus. It is well also to sow every two or 
three weeks for a succession, thus furnishing 
lettuce in perfection the whole season. 

Early Curled Simpson—This variety does 
not head, yet forms a compact mass of leaves 
and is the leading and earliest market sort. 


Black Seeded Simpson—Is a very desira- 
ble variety. While similar to the White Seeded 
the leaves are almost white. It stands the heat 
of summier well and attains nearly double the 
size of the white Simpson. 

Early Prize Head—Is of mammoth size. 
The leaves are crisp and tender, remaining so 
through theseason. Itis fine favor, hardy and 
slow to run toseed. 


Salamander—Is of good size and one of the 
bestto endure the heat, and is consequenfly of 
great merit. It also remains longer in head 
than other varieties. 


Boston Market—This is a good curled va- 
riety; early heading; crisp and hardy. 


Early Cabbage, or White Butter—A fa- 
vorite for late sowing, producing fine,well form- 
ed heads and hardy. 


Brown Butter— Hardy and good for late 
planting, large solid heads. 


Hanson—A fine Gurled head variety; large, 
sweet, tender and crisp. Excellent for early 
summer use. 


Ice Drumhead, or Malta—Heads large, 
crisp and tender, and good flavor. Stands 
summer heat well. 


Philadelphia Butter, Spotted-Fine large 
heads of excellent quality and for market sales, 
and stands summer heat well. 


Large India—Immense solid heads, and 
withstands the heat better than most kinds. 


Tennis Ball— Makes a close hard head 
and is a favorite early and forcing variety. 


White Cos.—Finetenderand crisp. Should 
be tied up to blanch before cutting. 


MARTYNIA. 


Used much for pickling, when gathered while 
green and tender. Sow in open ground and 
transplant to two feet apart. 


MELON, MUSK. 


Melons thrive best in agood sandy loam. 
Plant as soon as the ground becomes warm in 
hills six feet apart; a little well rotted manure 
in each hill will be of great benefit. Put twelve 
to fifteen seeds to a hill, and after they are up 
and all danger from bugs is over, thin out to 
three plants to the hill. Ifthe growth is too 
rapid pinch off the top and leading shoots and 
thin out the fruit,which will increase the size of 
those remaining. Pumpkins, Squashes or Cu- 
cumbers should not be grown near them as they 
would be apt to hybridize. 


California Netted Cantaloupe—This is 
the most popular and best market variety grown 
in this State; large, deeply ribbed and netted 
¥reeu tiesa und of delicivus tiayor and a good 
keeper. 
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MINNESOTA. 


EARLY WHITE SPINB. 
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Skillman’s Netted—Round oval, fiesh 
deep green, sweet, early and delicious and 
highly perfumed. 


Hackensack—An Eastern variety similar to 
California Netted and fine. 


Montreal Nutmeg—tThis is one of the larg- 
est fruiting kind. Round, flattened at ends and 
deeply ribbed, similar to California Nutmeg and 
highly esteemed. 


Jenny Lind—Is very early, small size and 
superior flavor. 


Green Citron—Is green flesh, medium size, 
dearly netted and of very rich and delicious 
avor. 


Pine Apple—lIs of medium size, flesh green, 
firm, juicy and very sweet. 


White Japan—Is medium in size, creamy 
white and fine flavor. 


_Surprise—Nutmeg variety, very early, pro- 
lific and ‘fine flavor. Salmon flesh. 


Casaba—Large and delicious. This is one of 
the best late oval varieties and highly prized.

Gypsy, or Rattlesnake—A very desirable 
variety, large, oblong, green mottled and strip- 
ed, thin rind, crimson tiesh, sweet and deli- 
cious and one of the best for market and ship- 
ping. 

Imperial Lodi—This is now the most popular 
of all the California grown varieties. Large ob- 
long, skin light pea green in color and thin. 
Red flesh, very sweet and fine flavor, and one 
of the very best for cultivation for market sales. 


Cuban Queen—Large, solid and very heavy 
for its size, often weighing 80 lbs. Skin mark- 
ing light and dark green. Sweet and fine flavor. 


Peerless—White seeded IcE CREAM.—One of 
the very best of early sorts. Skin smooth light 

een, oblong in shape. Scarlet flesh and most 

elicious, fine for market or family garden. 


Mountain Sweet—Oblong, thin rind and 
ioe green, red solid flesh, sweet and very desir- 
able.

MUSHROOM SPAWN. 


For full directions for planting see Hender- 
son’s Handbook of Plants. 


MUSTARD. 


Makes a pungent salad. Sow thickly in rows 
and cut for use when two inches high. White 
London is the best for salads. The brown or 
black is, however, more pungent. 


NASTURTION. 


The seeds while young and succulent are 
pickled for Capers. The plants are quite orna- 
mental and make excellent screens in the 


garden. 
OKRA OR GUMBO. 


This vegetable is grown for its pods which are 
used in soups, stews, etc. Itis very nutritious 
and of easy culture. Sow when the ground has 
become warm, three feet apart and one inch 
deep and thin out to ten inches in the row. 
The pods are dried for winter use. 


ONIONS. 


Onions thrive best in a deep rich loamy soil 
whieh should be clean and well cultivated, 
and in good order, level and well pulverized. 
Sow thinly in drills one foot apart and 44 of an 
inch deep. Cover with fine soil and press with 
the foot or light roller. When the young plants 
are strong enough thin out and transplant to 
three or four inches apart. Hoe shallow but 
frequently and keep clear of weeds. 

New Pearl or Early Queen—Is the earli- 
est of all. Color pearly white and very mild in 
flavor. 


Extra Early Red—This variety is not as 
large as the Wethersfield but ten days earlier. 
It is close grained and heavy and of mild flavor. 


Large Red Wethersfield—tThis is.a popu- 
lar variety, large size, deep red and good keep 
er. 


Yellow Globe Danvers—This is probably 
more grown for market than other kinds. Mild 
flavor, early, productive and fine keeper. 


Yellow Dutch, or Stirver SKIN.—An old va- 
riety, good keeper and mild flavor. 


White Portugal or SILver SKIN—Mild fla- 
vor and handsome, much grown for pickling, 
poor keeper for market. 


White Globe—Is one of the best, mild flavor 
and good keeping quality. 


Giant Rocca—Is globe shape, very large, 
brown skin and delicate flavor. 


ONION SETS. 


These are produced from seed, sown thickly 
in beds or drills. When the tops die down the 
small bulbs are gathered, and spread out and 
kept in a cool dry place for future planting, and 
should be set when the ground is in condition 
in rows one foot apart and 3 or 4 inches distant. 


Top Onion Sets—Are raised from the bulbs 
and are gathered, kept and planted in the same 
manner. 


PARSNIP. 


Sow early in season as the weather will per- 
mit in drills 15 inches apart and cover half inch 
deep. When well up thin ont to 5 or 6 inches in 
row. They can remain in the ground after ma- 
turity to be taken up for future use if desired. 


_ Long Smooth, (HOLLOW CRowN)-Is the kind 
in general use. 


The Student—Is also a fine flavored variety. 
PARSLEY. 


This seed germinates slowly, often taking 4 
or5 weeks tocome up. They should besownin 
a rich mellow soil thickly, 4% inch deep in rows 
one foot apart and thin to stand 6 inches in the 
row. It willaid germination to soak the seed a 
few hours in warm water before sowing. 


Extra Triple Curled—Is perhaps the best. 
Dwarf beautifully curled, fine for garnishing. 


Fern, or Moss-leaf—Crested like a fern and 
mossy; valuable for table decorations.

For market crop plant in rows from two to three 
feet apart covering from two to three inches as 
to strength of soil. Forefamily use they may be 
planted in double rows and the taller varieties 
staked with brush. 


EXTRA EARLY. . 


American Wonder—Is one of the earliest 
wrinkled Peas in cultivation, of the finest flavor 
and are very productive, compact, and dwarf 
about ten inches high.

rind thick and fleshy. 


Squash, or Tomato Shape — Generally 
grown for pickling; very productive. 

Long Red Cayenne—Fruit 3 to 4 inches 
long, of a bright red; quite productive. 

Long Yellow Cayenne—Similar to the 
preceding, except in color. 

Red Cherry—Very ornamental; fruit round, 
glossy, and of rich scarlet color. 
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Chili—Red, conical; 2 inches long; very hot 
and prolific; used for seasoning. 


PUMPKIN. 


This is grown for agricultural purposes 
and planted in the field with corn and potatoes. 
Plant in hills at least $8 feet apart. 


Large Cheese—Is one of the best for cook- 
ing. 


Cushaw-—lIs quite a favorite, resembling the 
winter Crooknecked Squash. White striped and 
mottled with green. Salmon flesh. 


Connecticut Field—Is most largely grown 
for feeding stuck, and very productive. 


RADISH, 


Beckets Chartier—Is a new _ variety. 
Crimson at the top, but running downward to 
fine waxy white. It grows to a large size and 
of superior quality. 


Early Long Scarlet, Short Top—The stan- 
dard sort for the family and market gardeners. 


Early Scarlet Turnip—Nearly round, deli- 
cate flavor, and fine fur Summer use. 


Early White Tipped Scarlet Turnip—A 
little larger than the preceding. Handsome and 
fine flavor. 


White Summer Turnip—Mild flavor and 
excellent. 


French Breakfast—Oblong, scarlet tipped 
with white, rapid grower, mild and tender.

Early 
in the ensuing season transplant into deep, rich 
soil, 3 feet apart. 

It is better for most persons to procure the roots 
which can be set out as desired. 


Linnaeus is the earliest. Victoria the 
latest and largest, and best cooking variety; both 
are tender and fine. 


SPINACH. 


This is very essential for all market gardens 
and requiring but little culture. 

Sow either in drills or broadcast, covering about 
one inch, as early as the ground can be worked, 
and every two weeks, for succession during the 
season. It is best developed and tender when 
grown in rich soil. 


Round-Leaf—Is the main sort, and fine for 
early or late sowing. 

Viroflay—Has large, thick leaves, and fine 
for market culture, standing along time before 
going to seed. 


Long Standing—Is like the round Savoy 
leaf, but remains longer before running to seed 
than other kinds. 


Prickly, or Fall—Is quite hardy and stands 
the cold well.

SALSIFY. 

Salsify, or Vege- 
table Oyster, used 
for soups, also boiled, 
fried, etc., and pos- 
sesses the flavor of 
the Oyster, for which 
it is sometimes used 
as a substitute. The 
eulture is the same 
as for Carrots and 
Parsnips. Sow early 
in the spring, in 
drills, a foot or more 
apart, covering the 
seed not more than 
two inches in depth. 
Thin out to six 
inches apart. Put 
seed in the ground 
as early as possible, 
in thespring. A por- 
tion of the crop may 
remain intheground 
all winter, like the 
Parsnip. 


SQUASH. 


Squash seed should never be planted till the 
soil is quite warm. Rich, light open soils are 
the best. Treatment the same as for melons. 


BUSH AND EARLY VARIETIES. 


Early Scallop Bush—The White and the 
Golden are the two best early for market, and 
are abundant bearers. 


Yellow Crookneck—Is early and very pro- 
ductive and of fine quality. All of the above 
are for Summer use and should be used when 
young and tender. 


Perfect Gem—Is a new variety, and is most 
excellent for summer use or for a late keeper. 


LATE AND LONG-KEEPING VARIETIES. 


American Turban—Flesh bright orange, 
thick, fine grained and good flavor. For Fall 
or late use. 


Hubbard—Is a general favorite; one of the 
very best; fine grained, dry and excellent. 


_.Marblehead—Is like the Hubbard, but of 
lighter color; very sweet, dry and delicious, and 
good keeper.

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4or 5 inches apart into boxes or pots, where 
they are to remain till ready to set out in the 
open ground, which must not be till safe from 
frost. They do best on good light or open soils. 
Should be set 3 or 4 feet apart, and watered 
freely till plants are established.

Nothing is pleasanter about a house than a good lawn, and nothing is more easily 
made and kept in order by a little well directed care. To get grass seed up quickly 
and evenly, the surface must be mellow, so that it will not bake after a rain. If the 
soil is clayey, after sowing the grass seed, cover the surface with a light coating of ma- 
nure, which may remain except a little of the coarsest. Four bushels of grass seed for 
an acre are required to make a good lawn in a short time. Sow grass seed for lawns so 
as to give seed the benefit of early rains. Late sowing is seldom successful. It is 
better to wait than to sow after warm weather hascommenced. The best single kind 
is Kentucky Blue Grass. To four bushels of this (per acre) add White Clover and 
Sweet Vernal Grass, about two pounds of each, and this will make an excellent lawn.

HYACINTHS. 


These are among the most admired and fragrant flowers in cultivation, and succeed 
well in the house or garden, adorning them with their varied colors and delicious 
fragrance. 


These Bulbs should be planted as early as possible before heavy frosts. They 
succeed well in very good. well-drained soil; dig deep, mix the soil with well decom- 
posed manure, setting the bulbs 3 or 4 inches deep and 6 to 10 inches apart, using a 
little sand around them 


The flowers may be cut freely without injury tothe bulb. When through flowering 
remove the tops and the bulbs can be lifted and kept ina dry place for the next 
season’s planting. 


For Pot Culture—Put into 4 or 5 in. pots, firming the soil till covered, water 
thoroughly and set pots in a dark, cool place for three or four weeks—which will allow 
the roots to grow and spread through the soil, then bring to the light, for the top 
growth, a temperature of 55 to 70° is best, water frequently. 


Glass Culture—Dark glass is best; fill with water to the base of the bulb and set 
away in the dark as for pot culture, add water as it evaporates. Change water when 
impure, cleansing the roots at the same time. <A small piece of charcoal in the water 
will aid in keeping the water pure. The single succeed best in glass. All do well in 
open beds and pots. :

Kiefer’s Hybrid—A large roundish pear, recommended highly, but we have not 
tasted it sufficiently to judge of its merits. 

Chinese Pear—Fruit large, flavor not good, but tree highly ornamental, foliage 
large, rich green till late in Fall, when they turn red and hang a longtime. The 
Chinamen will pay 12 to 15 cents a pound for the fruit; trees 1 year, No. 1, $l each. 

Beurre Hardy—Fruit large, skin greenish, covered with light russet, flesh buttery, 
melting and juicy, one of the best, ships well; August. 

Seckel—Small to medium, skin dull yellowish brown, with russet red cheek, flesh 
white, very juicy, perfection of flavor; last of August. 

Beurre d’Anjo—Large round pear, one of the best, good shipper. 


WINTER PEARS.

Peaches. 


In order to secure healthy and vigorous trees it is necessary to prune severely. 
Their tendency in this State is to develop an immense number of fruit buds, and as 
they are not destroyed by frost they produce more fruit than the tree can mature. 
The consequence is it is small and inferior. The tree should be trained low and 
pruned regularly every year. By this practice the breaking of limbs is avoided, and 
the fruit grows much larger and finer, Many new varieties have been produced in the 
past few years, so that the fruiting season has been materially lengthened. The fol- 
lowing list contains most of the valuable kinds, but the period of ripening varies so 
much in different localities that the time given can only be considered approximate.

Peach Plum—Fruit very large, round, greenish white, with red cheek; flesh yellow, 
sweet and firm; early; good for shipping.

Bulgarian Prune—A very prolific, dark colored prune, larger than the French 
Prune, and by some considered a very valuable prune, but we have not yet tested it 
sufficient to judge of its value. 

Prune D’Agen (or Prune d’ Ent)—Very like the Petit or French Prune, only larger 
and more desirable, if it will yield as well and make as good a product when dry, 
which we think it will. It will not grow on peach root, but must be grown on plum 
root. This_is the same prune recommended by Felix Gillett, of Nevada City, as the 
true Gros Prune. 

*Japanese Plum (Knownas the Kelsey Plum)—Fruit very large, as large as an 
ordinary peach ; roundish, or inclined to be conical; color greenish yellow, with faint 
red cheek; adheres closely to the pit, which is very small; flesh firm and juicy; it is 
the best keeper known. We have kept them this yearin a perfect state of preservation 
for thirty days after being picked from the tree. We know of no plum that can be 
shipped so long a distance: tree hardy, but a slow grower, inclined to dwarf; a heavy 
and regular bearer.

Figs. 


The fig is one of the most valuable plants ever cultivated by man. It is more nutri- 
tious and contains more medicinal properties than any other fruit (excepting possibly 
the olive). Its cultivation has been sadly neglected, and such neglect would seem al- 
most criminal in a country like California, where the soil and climate is peculiarly 
adapted to its successful cultivation. All thats wanted is the right varieties and proper 
attention to make this fruit exceedingly profitable, and a great source of wealth to the 
State. A great many varieties have been imported from different countries, and quite 
a number of them are good; but we still have doubts about our having the best kind 
(the true fig of commerce). It isnow thought by some thatthe Verdoni (or the so-called 
White Adriatic) i is the genuine, but this may yet prove a mistake. While we have the 
trees for sale, we would hesitate to guarantee it to be the right kind until we can see it 
further tested and demonstrated. Most of the white figs we have will crack open and 
sour in process of drying, when dried in the sun, and we have noticed that same trait 
in this fig, though not so ‘pad as some other white kinds, and we regard it as one among 
our best white figs. By recent experiments we have demonstrated that any of the 
kinds can be successfully dried by artificial heat. Even the San Pedro, when dried in 
a dryer, makes an exceedingly fine product, equal, if not superior, to the imported fig.

Nut growing should be carried on far more extensively in this State than it now is. 
Almonds are a sure crop over a large area of the State. They can be raised to profit at 
lower rates than the usual current prices. Our foothill lands seem to be peculiarly ad- 
apted to their culture. We know of no district in the State where they do better than 
in the foothills, at an altitude of from 600 to 2000 feet above the sea level

Olives. 


Many localities in California are peculiarly adapted to the cultivation of the Olive, 
and we think there are none more favorable for its culture than the Foot-hills, at an 
altitude of from 500 to 1200 feet above the sea level. We have tested them thoroughly 
at our place near Penryn, Placer county, and they grow and bear splendidly, with or 
without irrigation. As to varieties, we believe the old Mission, or Spanish Olive is the 
best for general use. It is good for both oil and pickles. It is harder to propagate 
than some other kinds, but the tree is hardy and long-lived, and not subject to dis- 
ease. 

The Picolene is more easily propagated, tree a rapid grower when young, but will 
never grow as large asthe Spanish. It bears very young and is a constant and good 
bearer. The fruit is small but very rich in oil and makes a fine quality of light (mild) 
oil, preferred (by amateurs) to the heavier oil, and the tree is such anabundant bearer 
that an acre of them will yielda very large amount of fine oil. Some experiments we 
witnessed lately have raised this Olive very much in our estimation. 

There are some new kinds being introduced of late. We have a few of them, but 
have not seen them fruited enough to judge of their merit.

Orange and Lemon trees are very scarce and high this season. It is estimated by 
the best authority that there are not 30,000 Orange and Lemon trees in the State, of 
marketable age, while there wlll be a demand for at least 200,000. With this state of 
facts they must rule high.

Many of these seedlings were budded in September and have good dormant buds in 
them. The smaller sizes have one bud in main stock, and the larger ones have two to 
four buds in the branches, so that by cutting them back to the ‘buds you get a fine 
budded tree the first year. For these buds we add 25 cents to the trees having one 
bud, and trees having two to four buds, 50 cents extra.

DIRECTIONS FOR TRANSPLANTING TREES. 


Do not expose the roots to the wind, sun or frost. Shorten in the top and pare all 
bruised parts of the roots with a sharp knife. Dig a hole large enough to set each root 
in the same position, and as deep as it grew in the nursery, and fill the hole with rich 
soil, well pulverized, packing well between the roots. To preserve from borers and 
other injuries during the first Summer, wrap the trunk with cloth, woolen preferred. 
Underground irrigation recommended. 

HINTS ON PRUNING. 


The best dug tree loses more than half the fibrous roots that act as feeders. Shorten 
the top to correspond. Don’t fail to cut back heavily when you transplant. Don’t for- 
get that a half root cannot support a whole top. Never neglect pruning. Trees trained 
low protect their own trunks trom the sun’s rays, are less liable to break with the 
weight of the fruit, and the fruit is easier gathered. 

TRANSPLANTING POTTED PLANTS. 


In transplanting potted plants, lift the ball carefully out of the pot, then with a 
sharp knife cut the circle of roots that encompass the outside of the ball, so as to force 
a straight and not a crooked root from the plant into the ground, in order that, as the 
tree or plant increases in size, it will not be so liable to blow over. Thousands of trees 
are annually blown over and destroyed by reason of this circle of roots, for as the root 
is shaped when the plant is set, so it will continue to grow. Bagged plants should be 
planted with the bag on, only cutting the string at the collar or top of the bag.
